Senator Blaine Protests

WASHINGTON; Jan. 6.—(?)—A 
dominant senate majority ready for 
swift passage of the $2,000,000,000 re- 
construction finance corporation was 
balked today by the objection of one 
republican independent. 

This major measure of President 
Hoover’s emergency relief program 
was laid before the chamber «in» re~; 
drafted form by the ranking commit~ 


'tée' and promptly picked up both dem- 


ocratic and republican support. 

Senator~ Blaine, of Wisconsin, ab- 
ruptly ended an attempt to give it im- 
mediate consideration. He protested 
against “rushing.” 

Under senate rules, his objection 
made it necessary that the measure be 
deferred until tomorrow. Senator 
Walcott, republican, of Connecticut, 
who is in charge of the legislation,

Refusing to yield to importunities 
from both sides of the house, Blaine 
declined to withdraw his objection. 
He asserted the bill is designed “to

DALE JACKSON DIES 
AS PLANE CRASHES 
WHILE. STUNTING 


Swift Tragedy Casts Pall 
of Horror Over Florida 
Resort’s Preparations for 
Aerial Show.

MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 6.—(#)—Dale 
“Red” Jackson, daredevil of the skies 
and co-holder of the world’s endurance 
flying record, plunged to his death 
at Municipal airport here today, in 
view of hundreds of pérsons who 
watched him stunt a small amphibian 
plane 3,000 feet above the ground. 

Jackson had just completed an in- 
side loop in the amphibien and was 
“sitting omhis tail” as he came ut 
of the loop when the horrified spec- 
tators below, inspecting final prepa- 
rations for tomorrow’s opening of the 
all-American air races, saw a wing 
fall away from the plane and plunge 
toward the earth. The plane tipped 
over to the side and slipped easily 
into its fatal descent. Then the sec- 
ond wing fell away. 

The crowd. watched for Jackson 
to jump from the pilot’s seat for a 
parachute jump, but he apparently 
was unable to get clear. 

The wingless airplane crashed to the 
ground about a mile from the stand 
for judges of the air races. Oné wing 
soared away for several blocks before 
landing. 

Hand Clutches Ring. 

An ambulance was rushed to the 
spot, to find Jackson’s body in the 
‘pilot’s seat. His skull was split open, 

ut there was no other apparent 
mark on the body. His right hand 
in death clutched the ring of his para- 
chute cord. 

A pall of horror was thrown over 
air meet preparations as spectators 
and Jackson's fellow pilots rushed 
across the airport field to. view the 


wreckage.

Determined to regain their lost 
honors, the red-headed Jackson and 
O’Brine went into the air again at 
St. Louis the next month, and on 
August 17, 1930, set a new world’s 
record of 647 hours 28 minutes 30 
secomis—31. 1-2 minutes less than 27 
days ,of sustained flight. 

Field Locked. 

The municipal airport here, site of 
the air races and Jackson's take-off 
location as he went into the air for 
his stunting today, was closed and 
locked as soon as it could be cleared. 
Only a mail plane was permitted to 
leave the field tonight. ; 

Mrs. Sally Jackson, the flyer’s wid- 
ow, came here with him from their 
St. Louis home several days ago as 
he prepared to enter the air races for 
the fourth time. She was not at the 
field at the time of her husband's 
death. 

He went to the field today for a 
trial flight in the new amphibian.

Senate Approves Ban 
On ‘Lame Duck’ Meets 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6-—(7)— 
For the seventh time, the senate to- 
day adopted the Norris constitutional 
amendment resolution ffixing new 
meeting times for congress and abol- 
ishing “lame duck” sessions. 

The resolution, sponsored Sen- 
ator Norris, republican, of Nebraska, 
was sent to the house by a. vote 
63 to 7, after an unsuccessful fight 
by Senator Bingham, republican, of 
Connecticut, to provide for a limita- 
tion on every other annual session of 
congress. 

The Norris constitutional. amend- 
ment provides the terms of the presi- 
dent and vice president begin on Jan- 
uary 15 instead of March 4, and that 
congress meet annually on Janua 
2. Each new congress would take of- 
fice on that date and the present sys- 
tem of an old congress serving a short 
session after an election would be 
abolished.

GEORGE URGES MERGER 
OF FEDERAL OFFICES

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Designed 


Lto bring about»greater economy in the 


cost of running the federal govern- 
ment, Senator Walter F. George, of 
Georgia, today introduced in the up- 
per chamber a bill which would give 
the president blanket authority to con- 
solidate or merge independent agen- 
eles of the government. 

The measure at the same time would 
authorize the president to exercise his 
judgment in recommending the aboli- 
tion of any governmental department 
or function, such recommendation to 
be approved by congress before the 
bureau, commission or department is 
abolished. 


Senator George said he was prompt- 
ed to offer the bill by the renewed 
agitation that has been started in 
administration circles for a reorgani- 
zation of the vast machinery of the 
federal government as concentrated 
in Washington. Passage of the bill, 
he said, would put the responsibility 
for such a reorganization directly up 
to the president. 

Reorganization of the executive de- 
partments with a view to eliminating 
many overlapping agencies came prom- 
inently to the front ten years ago un- 
der the Harding administration, when 
a special commission, headed by Wal- 
ter F. Brown, the present postmaster- 
general, was named to make an in- 
vestigation of the subject. Although 
the commission made an exhaustive 
survey and presented recommendations 
for a number of changes, nothing ever 
came of its report. The subject has 
bobbed up a number of times since 
then, but nothing has ever been done. 

According to the Georgia senator. 
the present time is particularly ap- 
propriate for action, in view of the 
enormous treasury deficit. With the 
administration demanding economies 
in executive department expenditures, 
the proposed legislation would open 
the way for the president to use his 
own initiative in consolidating con- 
flicting and overlapping agencies.

ports the lodge is not backing the re- 
call sponsored by John A. Manget 
and the Atlanta Federation of Trades. 

The federation joined Mangets 
group several days ago, charging the 
mayor with inefficiency, with an at- 
_ tempt to corrupt the morals of the 
* people through breaking down of Sun- 
day laws because he favored Sunday 
movies for emergency relief, and with 
being unfair to labor. 

At that time, it was indicated that 
nll affiliated organizations were in 
sympathy with the move, but the ma- 
tom wet passed a resolution disclaim- 
ing any part in the ouster proceed-| 
ings. 

Mayor Key moved last Sunday to 
prevent council from passing an ordi- 
nance aimed to protect him from the 
recallers and his friends in council 
acceded to his wish and withdrew the 
measure. : 

Paul Chipman, acting secretary of 
the lodge, filed the letter formally 
denying participation in the recall ef- 
fort by machinists.

While best known for his great 
contributions for the education and 
improvement of living conditions 
among the negroes of the south, his 
charities had no set bonds. 

He contributed millions to the 
civic upbuilding of Chicago, notable 
through buildings at the University 
of Chicago and the Rosenwald in- 
dustrial museum. He gave millions 
to relief work for oppressed Jews 
in other lands. 

Within recent years he set up a 
single fund of $25,000,000 to be 
used in various philanthropic ef- 


all be disbursed within 25 years. 
Widespread benefits have already re- 
sulted in the south from this fund 
among both whites and blacks, espe- 
cially in the elimination of illiteracy 
in both races. 


He was first interested in the 
needs of this section by Booker T. 
Washington, then head of Tuskegee 
Institute, and by 1930 his gifts had 
been instrumental in erection of 
more than 5,000 schools for negro 
children, all the way from Mary- 
land to Texas. 


The construction of hundreds of 
schools for whites in the southern 
states was also financed by Mr. 
Rosenwald, whose philanthropies in 
this section included in addition 
many libraries and the contribution 
to funds of various natures for the 
improvement of the people gen- 
erally, 


His philanthropies were his great- 
est joy in life and his later years 
were largely devoted to them. They 
were noteworthy in that they were 
started when he was a man of com- 
paratively modest means and were 
increased along with the growth of 
his fortune. 

Few Americans have contributed 
more to the welfare of their fel- 
low countryman, and the death of 
this outstanding American deprives 
the nation of a man who carved for 
himself an unusual record as a phil- 
anthropist and businessman of the 
highest ideals.

Roosevelt Most Dangerous Enemy 


Of Evil Influences, Says Howard ' 


BY MARK SULLIVAN, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6. — The 
democratic presidential nomination 
will be more affected by events of the 
present week than by any other one 
week of the year excepting only con- 
vention week itself in June. The ae- 
tion or non-action on Mr. Raskob’s 
home rule prohibition plank by the 
democratic national committee at 
Washington Friday and Saturday is 
only one of several decisive develop- 
ments. 

The coming together of these 104 
official party representatives from 48 
states amounts to a meeting of minds 
in which much will be settled in pri- 
vate exchanges of views by men who 
in many cases can determine whom 
their state delegations will be for in 
June, The event will have an impor- 
tant bearing on the fortunes of Gov- 
ernor Franklin Roosevelt, of New 
York. In anticipation of this, the pro- 
gressive democrats, including the radi- 
eal ones, are taking steps which com- 
pose a forehanded effort by them to 
put the brand of their wing of the 
party on Governor Roosevelt. By the 
same act, they, of course, drive a 
wedge between Roosevelt and the con- 
servative democrats. 

Day of Danger. 

Democratic Congressman Edgar D. 
Howard, of Nebraska, once secretary 
to William Jennings Bryan, practic- 
ing Bryan’s strategy of reading the 
conservatives out of the party, said in 
congress on Monday: 

“Saturday next will be a day of 
danger . . . to the democratic party. 
On that day the democratic national 
committee will meet in Washington. 
. « « The mighty international bank- 
ers will. send their best bird dogs to 
Washington toplan and -plot ¥ .

“Quite as important as the use of 
the belly muscles,” he writes. in a 
chapter of his new book, “is the ex- 
vansion of the lower ribs behind. .. . 
In order to make complete use of the 
diaphragm’ we must learn to breathe 
with the back, i. e., learn to expand 
the lower back by muscular effort 
after the belly has been expanded or 
pushed forward to the fullest extent.”

Next year 
I will go straight through the school 
year regardless of tennis.”

Vines To Reconsider. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—(/)—Ells- 
worth Vines’ announcement that Davis 
cup tennis and university studies 
didn’t mix, and that he was dropping 
the studies, today brought quick ac- 
tion from the United States Lawn Ten- 
nis Association, urging him to recon- 
sider.

He pointed out that no players would 
be required for Davis cup play before 
May.15, “by which ‘date your _scholas- 
tic work should be near completion.” 

The Vines’ incident recalls the situ- 
atiow in 1928 when the Davis cup com- 
mittee took a different view and called 
several school and university players 
to a training camp at Augusta, Ga., 
in March. Their action brought swift 
denunciation from Dr. Sumner Hardy, 
then president of the California Ten- 
nis. association. 

Dr. Hardy charged fhat in calling 
the boys from their studies the Davis 
cup committee s making “tennis 
bums,” whom be Seared as tennis 
amateurs making a good living travel- 
ing from tournament to tournament 
with no income but “expense” money. 

It was the first year after the 
United States had lost the cup to 
France, and every effort was being 
made to put together an American 
combination capable of bringing it 
back.

Premiums Vs. Penalties

There is no more interesting phase 
of Contract jbidding than that con- 


nected with the acceptance of penal- |’ 


ties in order to avoid greater loss if 
your opponents play the contract at 
their chosen bid. Novices at the game 
ef Contract have fear of penalties and 
it is difficult to convince them that 
the bidding is right if you ‘accept a 


substantial set, rather than permit. | 


your opponents to score a game at 
their declaration. However difficult 
it may be to grasp, it is nevertheless 
true that the acceptance of a pen- 
alty, if it is less than the value of the 
game, is winning Bridge. On the 
other hand, as between two things of 
apparently equal value, it is usually 
better to inflict a penalty than to in- 
sist upon playing at your own declaga- 
tion, as, if you are the Declarer, you 
may find your contract difficult to 
make, due to unfavorable distribution 
or other causes, while the penalty 
which you may estimate at 3 tricks 
may quite easily become 4 or’ 5. 

In the battle of 1,001 hands, or 150 
rubbers, at Contract Bridge, which I 
am now playing with Mrs. Culbertson 
against Messrs. Sidney S. Lenz and 
Oswald Jacoby, our opponents had an 
opportunity for a good defensive bid 
on hand No. 47, which was the sev- 
enth hand of the eighth rubber.

The strictly American-Japanese in- 
cident growing out of the attack at 
Mukden by four Japanese on Ameri- 
can Consul Chamberlain still is un- 
settled, and Secretary Stimson indi- 
cated he considered the Japanese ex- 
pression of regret as an apology. He 
still expects further action in. the 
case. The type of redress was not 
mentioned. 

In addition to possible invocation 
of the nine-power treaty the admin- 
istration is considering other courses 
of action in the far east. 


The nine-power Pacific’ treaty, 
signed at the Washington arms con- 
ference, deals in part with preserva- 
tion of China’s territorial and admin- 
istrative integrity. It has frequently 
been mentioned in diplomatic conver- 
sations of the powers with the Japa- 
nese foreign office. 

Other procedure at yesterday's: con- 
ference was discussion which includéd 
a reiteration to the Japanese by 
France, Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States of concern over the whole 
Manchurian situation. The move by 
the United States possibly will be 
supported by Great Britain and 
France. 

In Manchuria the “anti-bandit” ac- 
tivity continued with the dispatch of 
two Japanese companies from Chin- 
chow to Ichow, 35 miles north on the 
railway leading into Jehol. Peiping 
reported the Japanese intended to 
take Jehol, ancient Chinese capital, 
and now the center of one of the prov- 
inces of Manchuria. 

Chinese in Tientsin declared Mar- 
shal Chang Hsueh-liang intended to 
ignore the ultimatum, reported to 
have been served by Japan, that he 
retire further into north China. 

Uneasiness among the Chinese in 
Tientsin was increased by another 
show of Japanese military strength.
